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Before 1 enter the toilet with my left foot , I must say : 


O Allah, I seek your protection from the male and female devils (shayateen). 


Do not carry or take into the toilet anything that has the name of Allah and the Rasul 
(Sa II Allah u alayhi wasallam) written on it. Do not go bare-headed into the toilet . It is makrooh 
to eat anything (chewing gum or toffee) or read any book or comic while relieving oneself. 

It is makhrooh to urinate in a standing position. Care should be taken that urine should not 
splash onto the body, clothes and shoes. Punishment in the grave will mainly be given for 
carelessness in this respect. 
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Whenever I drink milk 1 must say:
